The August 6, 1964 issue of the "Examiner'* contained 
an article entitled "15 Sit-ins Sentenced to Jail", which 
named JACK L. WEINBERG as one of 15 "convicted San Francisco 
sit-in demonstrators" who received 30-day jail sentences on 
August 5, 1964. The 15 persons had been convicted of charges 
of trespassing, disturbing the peace, unlawful assembly and 
failure to disperse. 

This source added that as the meeting was breaking 
up the demonstrators formed a gaunlet at the exit ' of the 
meeting room and also at the exit of the hotel, took pictures 
of the persons leaving and taunted them with such remarks 
as "shame, shame", "Seig Heil", and "bigot." 

A second source advised on October 26, 1964 that a 
meeting of the W.E.B. DuBois Club of San Francisco (see appendix) 
was held October 25, 1964 at which plans were made to picket 
the CCA meeting to be held October 28, 1964 at the Masonic 
Temple, San Francisco. The DuBois Club members instituted a 
telephone campaign at this meeting in order to obtain a large 
delegation to participate in this demonstration.

A source advised on December 12, 1962, that in the 
latter part of 1962 a group of former members of the San 
Francisco County Communist Party (SFCCP), who had split from 
the SFCCP during 1960 over a factionalist dispute, had grouped 
together to support and further the aims of '‘’Progressive Labor" 
and reportedly had allied themselves with the Progressive Labor 
Party, which reportedly has been organized nationally. 

The masthead in the March, 1S64 issue of "Progressive

A second source advised on November 26, 1963, that 
leaflets and invitations were distributed in San Francisco, 
California by the above-mentioned group during November, 1963, 
under the name Bay Area Progressive Labor (BAPL), P. 0. Box 843, 
San Francisco, California. 

A third source advised on May 11, 1964, that 
LEE COE is active in BAPL activities in the 
San Francisco Bay Area and appears to be one 
of its leaders . 

A fourth source advised on February 12, 1960, that 
LEE COE was one of the leaders of a factionalist group of the 
CP that was meeting with the Northern California CP District 
Board to work out these factionalist difficulties . 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR MOVEMENT, also 
known as Progressive Labor Party, 
"Progressive Labor" 


A source advised on July 2, 1962, that Progressive 
Labor groups held a conference in Few York City on July 1, 

1962, where MILT OF ROSEN acted as chairman. He read a 
statement at this conference setting forth their intention 
to form a new Marxis t-Leninist party in the United States, 

POSEN sta.ted that a more formal organization was necessary, 
one which would provide a framework for all who wanted to 
join in a united effort to build an American vanguard. The 
forces of this new organization are to consolidate all existing 
forces around Progressive Labor and organize additional forces, 
expand and improve political activities, win additional forces 
to an outlook of Marxism-Leninism and increase the open advocacy 
of socialism, develop a significant Marxist- Leninist program for 
the new party, and organize a collective organization of leaders 
and members • 

"The Worker," an east coast communist newspaper, issue 
of January 7, 1962, page ten, column three, reported the 
expulsion of HILTON POSEN, former Labor Secretary of the 
New York State Communist Party, United States cf America. 

A second and third source advised in February, 1963, 
that this new Marxist-Leninist party had not yet been organized 
on a formal basis, but that Progressive Labor groups had been 
formed in several localities in line with the proposals of 
MILTC M ROSEN. The sources advised as of February, 1963, that 
the leaders of this group were referring to it as the Progressive 
Labor Movement. 

A 'fourth source advised on March 15, 1964, that the 
Progressive Labor Movement follows, supports and is politically 
orientated toward the Communist Party line of Red China rather 
than that of the Soviet Union. 

A fifth source advised on March 23, 1264, that at a 
Progressive Labor Movement meeting held in New York City on that 
date, it was announced that the Progressive Labor Movement would 
try to hold a national convention in New York City in September, 
1964, to organize the Progressive Labor Movement on a more formal 
basis into a Progressive Labor Party.

A source advised on August 1, 1960, that the San 
Francisco Branch of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) was formed 
approximately in the early part of 1938 and the Oakland Branch 
of the SWP was formed in the latter part of 1938. 

A second source advised on October 26, 1959, that the 
name of the Oakland Branch of the SWP was changed to the Oakland - 
Berkeley Branch of the SWP. 

A third source advised on April 20, 1964, that the San 
Francisco . Branch and the Oakland-Berkeley Branch of the SWP follow 
the policies and directives of the National SWP with which they 
are affiliated. 

The SWP has been designated by the Attorney

A source advised that on January 31, 1963, the w.E.B. 
Du Bois Club of San Francisco held its first general meeting 
at California Hall, Polk and Turk Streets, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the aims of the club were put forth 
as follows by TERENCE "KAYO" HALLINAN : 

(1) Alleviate the Negro problem in the United States. 

(2) Promote peaceful co-existence between the United 
States and Russia. 

(3) Promote. and encourage Marxist doctrines and to 
bring about a socialistic government in the 
United States. 


A second source advised in March, 1963* that the Du 
Bois Club was both conceived and originated by TERENCE HALLINAN. 

A third source has advised that TERENCE HALLINAN 
attended a Communist Patry Youth Commission 
meeting in San Francisco in October, 1963. 


Commencing in March, 1963* the Du Bois Club published a 
newsletter entitled "San Francisco News and World Report." In its 
ilrst issue a Proposed Statement of Principles" was set forth in 
which the club's aforementioned aims were elaborated upon. In the 
same issue the lead editorial in part described the San Francisco 
Du Bois Club as "... a group of young people who are convinced that 
bocialism is the only answer to the many problems of our time and 
nn phllos °P hlcal rapport with the life and thought of Dr. 

du BOIS, nevertheless, we are weighed with humility in comparing 
our goals and ambitions with the genius of his life and work. 
as a source of Inspiration, the figure of W.E.B. DU BOIS is 
unequaled in American history, but as a standard and example, 
we seem miserably lost in his shadow. We can only resolve that 
we ao his ^ name no dishonor, and whatever we may accomplish should 
be recognized as a supplement to his life work." 


The November 25, 1961, issue of the 
People's World," a West Coast communist 
newspaper published in San Francisco, 
contains an article -on page- 12 reflecting 
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that W.E.B. DU BOIS joined the Communist 

Party after applying for admission on 

October 1, 1961. 

In May* 1963:. the first source informed that the 
"San Francisco News and World Report," although written and 
edited by members of the club, was run off on a mimeograph 
machine located in the offices of the "People's World;" however, 
in March, 1964, this source advised that the newsletter was no 
longer mimeographed by the "People's World" because of the 
unreliability of the machine and, in addition, the name was 
changed to "The Insurgent" upon recommendation of one of the 
club officers who felt the new name sounded more militant. 

The first source has also stated that commencing in 
May, 1963, the Du Bois Club had no permanent headquarters and

A source advised on May 16, 1960, that the Bay Area 
Young .Socialist Alliance (BAYSA) was formed in February, 1958, 
as the Bay Area Committee for the Young Socialist (BACYS). At 
a later stage in its development prior to adoption of the name 
BAYSA, the organization was known as the Bay Area Committee of 
the Young Socialist Alliance (BACYSA) . 

The source advised that as a result of a national 
convention held April 15-17, 1960, at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
the BAYSA became a branch of a national organization to be known 
as the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) and will carry out in the 
Northern California area the policies of the YSA. The BAYSA 
is divided into two working units, the San Francisco YSA and 
Berkeley YSA.

The May, 1960, issue of the "Young Socialist" (YS), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during . & pril 15-17, I960 , a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" (YSA) 
was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This issue 
stated that this organization was formed by the nationwide 
supporter clubs cf the -publication YS. 

The above issue, cage 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist 'Jorkers Party (S^P) as the only existing 
political leadership on class struggle principles, and that the 
supporters of the YS have come into basic political solidarity 
with the SUP on the principles of revolutionary socialism.. 

A source advised on Nay 6 , 1964, that, the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New York 
City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, particularly 
members and followers cf the SUP. The leaders of this group 
were the guiding forces in the establishment of the national 
organization. 

The source further advised on bay 6, 1964, that the YSA 
is dominated and controlled cn a national basis by the SUP 
throumh having. S' ; P members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SUP 
representative at all YSA NEC meetings. T>e YSA, in reality, 
is the youth and training section of the S' ’P and the r’ain source 
of new SUP members .

A source advised in July, 1963, that several recent 
graduates and dropouts of high schools in Oakland and Berkeley, 
California, had on April 17, 1963, attended the organizing meeting 
of Youth for Jobs (YFJ) in Oakland, California, in response to 
letters prepared by ROSCOE PROCTOR and DOUGLAS WACHTER. At this 
meeting, WACHTER gave reports on the unemployment problems among 
youth and the need for an organization of this type. FROCTOR 
also spoke at this meeting. 

In May, 1963, a second source advised that 
ROSCOE^ PROCTOR attended meetings of the 
National Executive Committee of the Communist 
Party (CP), USA, during May, 1963, in New 
York City. 

In January, 1963, a third source identified 
DOUGLAS WACHTER as the Chairman of a CP re- 
cruiting class held in January 1963, in 
Berkeley, California.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
National Functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in 
Chicago on December 23-29, 1963 forthe purpose of initiating 
a "call" to the new youth organization and planning for a 
founding convention to be held in June, 1964. 

A second source has advised that the founding con- 
vention for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 
196 4 at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, Sail Francisco, California, at 
which time the name W.E.B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as 
set forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, "It is our 
belief that this nation can best solve its problems in an 
atmosphere of peaceful co-existence, complete disarmament and 
true freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these solut- 
ions will be reached mainly through the united efforts of all 
democratic elements in our country, composed essentially of 
the working people allied in the unity of Negroes and other 
minorities with whites. We further fully recognize that the 
greatest threat to American democracy comes from the racist 
and right wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary 
sections of the economic power structure, using the tool of anti- 
communism to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the 
working people. As young people in the forces struggling for 
democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these reactionary 
and neo-fascist elements and to achieve complete _ freedom and 
democracy for all Americans, thus enabling each individual _ to 
freely choose and build the society he would wish to live in.^ 
Through these struggles we feel the American people will realize 
the viability of the socialist alternatives . "

A source of this office advised on November 19, „ 

1964, that he attended a meeting at the Adair School, 808 
West McKinley, Sunnyvale, California, on the evening of November 
18, 1964. The source said that this meeting was originally 
called by Dr. G. BID SIMPSON, a Cupertino chiropractor, in order 
to form a chapter of the Citizens* Councils of America in 
Santa Clara County. 

According to the source, news of the meeting 
appeared in the press , and Dr. SIMPSON allegedly advised his 
followers to stay home and the meeting was attended by approxi- 
mately 75 people from civil rights groups in the area. Dr. 

SIMPSON stated that the meeting was that of the Christian Laymen’s 
Association, which was described in the November 19, 1964, 
issue of the "San Jose Mercury” as a right-wing organization. 

According to the source. Dr. SIMPSON spoke to the 
group warning them that the "liberals” had infiltrated all 
phases of U.S. life and the communists would take over the 
United States by 1965. In answer to questions from the floor. 

Dr. SIMPSON denied that the Christian Laymen’s Association has 
any connection with the Citizens’ Council of America. 

Source stated that approximately 75 pickets from 
the Congress on Racial Equality groups in the area marched outside 
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the meeting room in protest. The source advised that the meeting 
was orderly and nothing untoward occurred.

The article informed that fifteen (15) pickets showed 
up at 22nd and Mission Streets, San Francisco, to picket a 
meeting of the white supremacist San Francisco Citizens' Council. 
The article added there was a good turnout of police as well in 
front of the meeting rooms in the Bay view Federal Savings 
Building, but no council members showed .up. The article related 
that the meeting had been scheduled for 7*30 PM, but had been 
cancelled without explanation by the San Francisco Citizens ' 
Council, The article said that frustrated pickets, many of them 
from the Ad Hoc Committee to End Discrimination (AHCED) showed 
up after rumors spread on the Berkeley campus of the University 
of California that the meeting had been scheduled for "last night . " 


The article concluded that no members of the San 
Francisco Citizens ' Council could be reached to explain the 
cancellation.

4) Do you believe that left-wing agitation 
invites racial tension in order to cause 
intervention by federal troops and create 
a police state? 

5) Are you ready to do something about the 
problem? 

WILLIAM K. SHEARER told the audience the Citizens 
Councils is dedicated to provide the white majority of the 
community with a voice. He said the majority has been without 
a voice in racial matters which have been dominated by minority 
extremists too long. 

SHEARER cited the passage of Proposition 14 (which 
overturned the Rumford Fair Housing Act in the elections last 
November) has proof positive that Californians were ready 
for the Citizens Councils. SHEARER continued to state that he 
is not against the Negro race, but while it is only 10 per cent 
of the national population, it accounts for 60 per cent of 
the murders, 58 per cent of the robberies, 59 per cent of the 
aggravated assaults, and, in the San Francisco Bay Area, 
it accounts for 67 per cent of all arrests. SHEARER said the 
Negroes cannot maintain attractive neighborhoods and have been 
taught to. depend on welfare. 

G. BID SIMPSON, Cupertino chiropractor, advised the 
group that Vice-President HUBERT HUMPHREY” and Chief Justice 
EARL WARREN were dedicated to having a Negro President in the 
next eight years. SIMPSON produced great bunches of Confederate 
flees which he sold to the audience at fifty cents each.

Reference is made to San Francisco memorandum dated July 14, 1965. 

Chief of Police ROLAND RENSHAW, Los Altos, California, 
Police Department, advised on July 15, 1965, that approximately 
twenty individuals appeared at the American Legion Hall, First 
and Whitney Streets, Los Altos, at about 8:00 p.m. , July 15, 

1965. At the time these individuals arrived, about twenty other 
individuals began picketing the hall with signs stating generally 
that the White Citizens Council breeds hate and is the Ku Klux 
Klan California style. 

Chief RENSHAW stated that at 7:00 p.m., July 15, 1965, 
he received a telephone call from the San Jose, California, 
3ranch.of the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE), stating that 
this organization would be picketing a meeting of the White 
Citizens Council at the Legion Hall in Los Altos that evening. 

By the time the individuals mentioned above arrived 
at the Legion Hall, there was already a Knights of Columbus 
meeting in progress there and the door was locked. After about 
fifteen minutes of picketing the group put away their signs and 
after some milling around and confusion, the White Citizens
